re-nomination on his party's
ticket in the primary election
and he had only one opponent
Fach of the two candidates of
the same party received exact
ly 10,429 votes. In accordance
with the California Constitu-
tion (at least as it was follow
ed at that time), the two can-

didates drew lots in the pres-
{ence of the Secretary of State

The incumbent congressman
lost the draw. His opponent
won the draw, and received

his party nomination.

The irony of this true story
is that the incumbent congress-
man's secretary was too busy
typing letters to the incumbent
congressman’s constituents to
go to the polls and vote for
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him. If his own secretary had
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voted, he would have received
his party's nomination.

ONE MORE VOTE
precinct in California would
have elected Chief Justice
Charles Evan Hughes as Presi-
dent of the United States in
1916. President Woodrow Wil-
son won California by a very
slim majority and yet it was
enough for him to be re-
elected to the Presidency of the
United Stateg for a
Chief Justice Charles

was actually decided by the
single vote of that man in the
